economizing by using only 10 of 
her 25 boilers at the time she was 
torpedoed. 


"So far as submarines are con- 


cerned, theie is no difference be- 
tween 21 and 24.5 knots," Mr. 
Booth replied. 


Mr. Carson then asked whether 


there -was any difference between 
18 knots, the speed at which the 
Lusitania was proceeding when at- 
tacked, and 21 knots. 


Mr. Booth replied that no steam 


er making more than 14 knots was 
known to have been struck by a 
torpedo from a submarine until 
the Lusitania was hit. 


Baron Mersey elicited from Mr.' cd a loss. 


Booth that, the Lusitania had neith 
er coal nor firemen enough on 
board to make the trip across un- 
der full boiler power.

Captain's Testimony to Be Used

London, June J5.—Testifying under 


oath, Captain W. T. Turner of tho 
Cunard liner Lusitania declared on 
the witness stand that the snip did 
not carry any guns when she was tor- 
pedoed and sunk by a Herman Bub- 
marine off the south coast of Ireland 
on May 7. Captain Turner was the 
first witness called when the Hritt.sh 
government's inquiry into toe destruc- 
tion of the liner opened at Westmin- 
ster. One of the chief contentions of 
the German government in its <1 
of the destruction of the Lusitania 
wan that the liner was armed. 


Sworn testimony adduced 
during 


the hearing is expected to be used by 
the United States government In its 
representations to Germany against a 
continuance of tho submarine warlaii 
against peaceful shipping. 


When Captain Turner 
took 
the 


stand, Sir Edward Carson said thai 
the board of inquiry was anxious i«j 
find whether h'e had acted in com- 
plete compliance with admiralty or 
dors. 
Captain Turner said that Lie
